Tux Bey has always been in favor of

the full and free discussion of every vital

insnie, and it doos not hesitate to expross

its viewa frankly and fearlessly about

the saloon queation, We conoede nt the

ontset that drunkenness is one of the

aroatost of social evils, and we also con-

oede the right of mociety, that is the peo-

ple, to rogulate and restrain the traflic in

intoxicanta in such a manner as will most

effectively protect 1tv members from the
terrible effects of intemperance. In exer:

cising the power te “govern this country

by chooring what thoy want, and what
they do not want,” majorities must ne-

cossarily respect the individual rights of
minorities.  1f it were within the power
of the people, by mere majorities, to de-
orec what all men should eat and drink

and wear, it would also be within their

power to dictate what they should be-

lisve and how, when and where they

should worship. The framors of our re-

publican system of government have very

wisely included in the bill of rights the
liberty of conscience, and of peravn. The

poople can be tyrranical just as well as

monarchs, and wajorities can become as

deapotic as any autoorat,

It beeomes a serious question whether
prohibition as a means of enforeing tem-

perance in drinking would not be an

abridgement of individual liberty totally

unwarranted under n republican form of
government. But why should the saloon

question be submitted to a vote of the
poeople of Nebraska! Granting that the

majority in Nebraska stands with the

majority in Towa, in favor of “‘pulveriz-

ing the ram power,” what would be

gained by such a submission! Have we

not already a great deal better laws on

our statute books than the lowa amend-

ment! Have not the mejority in Ne-

braska the power to prohibit the sale of
liquor in any community whers public

sentiment favors prohibition? If the

poople of Lincoln or Lancaster connty

ara in favor of closing all the saloons
why don’t they close them? Is it not
true that the sale of liguor in Nebraska
in only tolerated where a majority of the
people are in favor of licensing the sale
of liquor, and if the majority

are opposed to closing the saloons

why should the minority persist in over-

ruling the will of the majority?! Does
not the experiment in Kansas show that

prohibition is a failure wherever public
sentiment does not sustain it! In Ne-

braska, with the high license and local
option systems, there is more real tem-

perance than there is in Kausas, where

hundreds of saloona are vending cheap

whisky without restraint and without

contributing to tho expense of the gov-

ernment. On the other hund there ara

hundreds of amall towns and villages in

Nebraska without a saloon, and in the
largor towns and citiea the worat features
of the traflic have been eliminated by

the closing of the low dives and dens,

The saloons of Omaha and Lincoln alone
pay over $100,000 a year into the school

fund. The saloons of Leavenworth,

Atchison and Topeka dv not pay a dollar.

Which is the more practical system?
These are stubborn facts which all the

zealots and enthuasiasts who are “pulver-

izing the rum power" cannot successfully

overcome,

Right here let us ask, why do the

tempurance people shrink from an active

enforcoment of our present lawsl Why

do they oclamor for more law,

when they caunot enforce  that
already on  the  statute  books?
Lot them do their duty as citizons in the

enforcoment of the laws, and we are with

thom. We do not propose to fight wind.

mills, nor do we regard it as part of the
business of the Farmors' Alliance to
make & temperance crusade, It is not
true that 10,000 more ragged farmers
loose their farms by thoe saloon system
than by the railroads, and of the 70,000
farmery in Nebraska thero are not more
thun 10,000 living in the neighborhood of

CONCGRESSTIONAL NEPOTISM,
Many of the senators of the United
States hoave the happy faculty of taking
eare of their near relativea by providing
them with luerative government posi-
tions, and the almost general nopotism
in new buing somewhat severcly criti-
gised, The senatora who are chairmen
of committees have committen clerksahips
worth #6 per day at their disposal, and
ann rule these clerkahips are filled by
the menatora' sons, The senators,'who
are not chairmen of committees, have juat
been allowed a thoussnd dollar clerk
each, and in most instances the places
will probably be filled by their
sons or nephews, Some scnators have
found places for two or more of their
sons as well as for othor relatives, It
would soem that the American houso of
lords propose to keep everything in the
family if possible, They argue no doubt
that as the places are to he filled,
their relatives if competent might
as well have them as anybody.

It is a fair conclusion that—the cus-
tom of dealing out soft places to rela-
tives having |been established-—the
people hereafter instead of electing
sonators individunlly will virtually elect
whole families to senatorial seats and nd-
junct posmtions.  This may seem emi-
nently proper to some politiciana, but we
are afraid that the people will eventually
put their veto upon congrevsional nepo-
tism and declare that the distribution of
federal prizesshall cover a more extended
field than the immediate circle of sena-
torial relatives. The extent to which
nepotism has been carried by the United
States aenators is certainly somewhat sur-

prising.

Senator Harris, of Tennessee, has
sne son employed as a clork in the secre-
tary's oftice at an annual salary of §2,220
and another clerk to his committee on
opidemic disenses at a per diew
salary of §G. The ascnator receives
£05,000 as his salary; one son, as betore
atated, gots §2,220, and on an averago of
seven months for the long session and
three for the short, another son will re.
ceivo §1,800, making £0,020 as the an-
nual income of the Harris family.
Whother this senator has any other rela-
tives employed in the departments is
unknown., Senator Mahone's son re.
ceives £7 a day from the committes on
publie buildinga and grounds; Nenator
MoMellan's son is clerk to the committes
on commerce, with an annual salary of
$2,220; Senator Lapham's son is clerk
of the committes on woman's suffrage, of
which his father is chairman, and he
draws from the treasury in the neighbor-
hood of $1,800 in each congress. Senator
George, of Mississippi, has a son who is
pasistant keeper of stationery at a salary
of 21,800, The clerk of the com-
mittee on engrossed bills is T. H. Sauls-
bury, and it is presumed that he is of re-
mote kin to Senator Eli Saulsbury, of
Delaware, who is chairman of that com-
mittee. [t is said that the relatives of
several senators have beon provided with
placea under the doorkeepar and ser-
geant-at-arms of the house. Ome of Sen-
ator Conger’s sons is mow postmaster,
while another is drawing per diem pay
and traveling exponses as a special ngent
of the pension office, Senator Jonos has
u brother who is a clerk in the sergeant-
at-arms’ office. One of Senator Cock-
roll's sons is a postmaster in Colorado,
and Leigh Chalmers, who has a position
in tho secretary’s office, is a brother of
J. R, Chalmers, of Misaissippi.

The samo condition of affairs exiats
among the congressman. So many sons,
nephews, cousins and other relatives of
senators hold subordinate offices that a
certain senator, who probably has no
relatives to provide for, complains that
he finds it a delicate watter to ask a
door-keeper, messenger or other s ubor-
dinate to render him sorvice lest he wmay
be giving offonse to the relative of some
sonatorial colloague, Another senator
proposes to remedy this unpleasant situ-
tion by an exchange between tho two
houses, s0 that senators’ sons may be
nesistant doorkeepers, messengers and
committeo clerks in the house, the nsons
of representatives to hold similar posi-
tions in the senate. But even that, it is
admitted, would not entirely remedy the
awkwardness. Nobody, however, has so
far suggested that senators shall not seck
to (ill these subordinate places with their
relatives, The action of Representative
Keifer, in scouring for his nephew, Mr,
Gaines, a $5,000 poaition as steno-
grapher, anfl displacing another steno-
grapher the day before the adjournment
of the Forty-seventh congress, thus put-
ting an extra allowance of several hun-
dred dollars into the pockots of Gaines,
huns vaised quite s breezs. His sotion
has been sharply oriticised, and it has
been the causo of directing attention to
the general nepotism that prevails among
senators and congressmen,

In other
words, while the government has taken
precaution to protect one class of aredit-
ors, it has loft another class of creditors
entirely at the mercy of dishonest bank
officials, 1t seems to us that the power
that charterod the national banks is in
duty bound to exercise its authority for
the protection of depositors. How that
is to be done, and to what extent theso
banks are to be restrained, is a problom
for congress to solve.

Sexaror Dawed says that thoe trouble
about allotting land in severalty to In-
diaus is, there is not suflicient available
land for that purpose on thereservations,
Mr. Dawes is taken to task on this point
by the New York Jerald, which says:
There may be soma reservations where
most of the land is rugged and more fit
to shelter wild beasts than bear cropa of
grain or atford pasturage for eattle.  On
the other hand there are Indian lands so
fertile that plenty of white men covet
them. Mr. Dawea apparently believes
that the Indians will not care for farms
that are not huddled together. This is n
mistake, as the experionces of , many red
skinned farmers already show. Besides,
if there is no room on a reservation for
an Indian who wounld like to work a
farm, there is plenty of good land else-
where, Some plan of separating Indians
from their tribes and letting them be in-
fluenced by steady white neighbors will
be exactly what the Indian and the gov-
ernmant need. A nation that gives away
millions of acres of arable land to railroad
companies can certainly find farming
ground for such Tndians as may want it.
